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Some years ago when the cry of those 


whom the war made millionaires for a 
strong government was echoed through 
the land an attempt was made to cen- 
tralize all political power in Washing- 
ton. The Federal Elections act was 
then passed in furtherance of that ob- 
ject. That act gave officials appointed 
for life by the general government 
supervision of elections in all the prin- 
cipal cities of the "Onion. Those elec- 
tion supervisors were authorized to ap- 
point an unlimited number of deputies 
at every Congressional election. These 
deputies, who were generally selected 
from the very worst element of society, 
were empowered to make arrests for 
the most trival causes or for no cause 
whatever, and, being Federal officials, 
v/era not amenable to the local authori- 
ties for their conduct except when it 
was in open violation of State laws 
which did not conflict with the Federal 
Elections act. The Lodge Force bill of 
three years ago, which was defeated in 
the Senate by the men who to-day are 
battling in that body for the rights ol 
the people agaiust the Wall Street 
combination, was intended to extend 
tho provisions of the Federal Elections 
bill to every voting precinct. 


A bill was introduce! in the present 


Congress to repeal the Federal Elec- 
tions act by Congressman Tucker of 
Virginia. The Administration Demo- 
crats attempted to prevent the bill 
from being reported to the House, and 
with the Republioand refused to vote 
for a week or more, thereby breaking a 
quorum. The bill wus finally reported 
however, and was discussed in the 
House for nearly three weeks, and it 
passed that body 011 Tuesday. During 
the debate the 
endeavored, by 
power, to revive 
engendered by 


pronounced goldbugs 
every means in theii 
tho sectional feeling:

twenty-eight years u^o lust April. This 
movement is said to have been precon- 
certed and iu accordance with a pro- 
gram arranged by the goldmeu. Elec- 
tions are to be held iu several States on 
November 7th.

To prevent this by reviving the preju- 
dices of Democrats v ho have joined the 
free coinage party, Boutelle and others 
have gone outside tho bounds of par- 
liamentary rules in applying epithets 
to the advocates of the bill to repeal 
the election law. One would think 
from the speeches made that the war 
.had just closed and that the question 
in which the people were most con- 
cerned was whether whites or blacks 
should control the destinies of eleven 
States of the Union, not whether one- 
half the metallic money of the country 
shall be demonetized in the interest of 
Enropeon money changers and their 
agents in the United States. 


The voters of the United States to- 


day are proving, by their independence 
and disregard of tho party lash, that 
reason controls their notions. This is 
unsatisfactory to the gold men, hence 
the attempt to overcome reason by 
appealing to men's prejudices. Keason 
teaches the people of the West and 
South that their interests are identical, 
but tho Easl hopes to keep them di- 
vided politically by appealing to their 
prejudices.

Evans, keeper of the lighthouse, left 
home yesterday afternoon accompanied 
by his wife. 
Their sixteen-year-old 


son was left in charge of the place 
while his parents were making needed 
purchases in this city. 


When Evans returned home this 


afternoon the signal lights were still 
burning, but the boy was nowhere to 
be found. The house was in a topsy- 
turvy condition. Every thing of value 
was missing. 
The place has been 


thoroughly ransacked, and jewelry, 
money and clothing were gone. Gov- 
ernment property* consisting of tools 
and medicines, had also disappeared, as 
had a small boat, the property of the 
light station. A small sum of money 
saved for young Evans by his mother 
had been overlooked by the marauders. 


Young Evans was last seen alive at 


milking time last evening. The milk 
pails were found by his agonized 
parents where they had been apparent- 
ly left in a hurry by the boy. The 
father, in a howling windstorm, re- 
turned to PortTownsend, where all the 
fact were reported to Collector Saund- 
ers.

has gone to the scene, earring with her 
Lighthouse Keeper Evans and Thomas 
K. Delaney, Chief Customs Inspector 
for this district.

The people of 
the country will not submit to the se- 
lection of their officials by the dice-box 
or the juggler's hat. Above all things, 
we should have purity of the ballot, 
but we have reached a condition in our 
national life where we submit to the 
most infamous outrages upon the bal- 
lot, of the people. Not only in the 
South, but in the largest cities of the 
North is there a demand for the purity 
of the ballot box. In honest elections 
lies our national safety, and we cannot 
tolerate fraud without paying a bitter 
price in the end." 


SENATOR PETTIGREW'S amendment to 


suspend for a term of isvo year£ the 
operations of the mining laws requir- 
ing the annual expenditure of $100 on 
unpatented mining claims provides 
that the suspension shall not inure to 
the benefit of corporations or mining 
companies, but only to resident citi- 
zens working such claims. 


WheatBelds Ruined. 


COLFAX, October 10.—The Ealouse 


Valley's drowned harvest presents a 
gloomy spectacle. 
A tramp through 


fifteen miles of country to-day south 
and west of Colfax, through dozens of 
fields, shows that fully half of the 
standing crop, which aggregates about 
6,000,000 bushels, ia damaged beyond 
recovery, and most of that jjt. stacks 
lying out is totally ruined for anything 
but feed. The oncat grain knocked 
down is beaten into the ground. Indi- 
cations are that it will continue show- 
ery, and this following a week's inces- 
sant downpour precludes a resump- 
tion of harvest. Farmers are left in a 
bad fix. The present price of grain 
barely covers expenses and the loss of 
the principal part of the crop adda a 
greater burden than many can bear.

By virtue of the power and authority con 
ferred by tlie laws of the State of Nevada 
the Board of County Commissioners- o 
Washoe county, Nevada, do ordain as fol 


SECTION 1. Section one of said amendatpr; 
ordinance is hereby amended to read as fol 
fows:

SECTION 1. Every person, firm or associa 
tion engaged in selling goods, wares, mer 
chandise or other personal property at auc 
tion or public outcry (except persons making 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly for a licence to 
carry on or conduct such bu»iness five hund 
red dollars, or. for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from the first day of the month in 
which such license is issued) of two huiidrec 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each am 
every day, that he or they shall be engagec 
in said business, twenty-five dollars; pro 
vided, however, that all persons having 
second-band household goods and furniture 
second-hand vehicles and live stock may sel 
or cause to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a license therefor, 
Section 2 of said amendatory ordinance is 
amended so as to read as follows: 
Every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion having a fixed place of business, and not 
herein specially mentioned or enum erated, 
dealing in goods, wares and merchandise 
shall pay a quarterly licence of three dollars

aggregate $502,635, of which these are a 
few of the items:

The Peanut Industry. 


The "goober" industry of Norfolk is 


unique. Here is a little city in Virginia 
that has become the greatest distribut- 
ing center of peanuts in the world. A 
peanut is a pretty small item, but an an- 
nual crop of something like 5,000,000 
bushels, worth 
millions of dollars, 


makes a pretty big item. 


The demand for goobers has doubled 


within the last five years, and the sup- 
ply does not yet fill the growing demand. 
Few people know the curious uses to 
which the goober has been put in trade 
quite of late years. No other single 
plant raised in this country is used in so 
many different ways. The Chinese say 
tho cocoarmt palm has aa many useful 
properties as there are days in the year. 
The goober is not so universal as that, 
but it has as many valuable qualities as 
there are claya ill the week. The solid 
part of the nut is peculiarly nutritive 
and supplies fruit and food for many a 
family. The vines make fine fodder, 
some say as good as clover hay, while 
hogs fatten on what is left in the fields 
after the crop has been gathered,—New 
York Independent. 


Bullet Waves. 


One of the interesting results of the 


recent experiments in England in photo- 
graphing flying bullets has been to show 
that the disturbance in the air travels 
faster than the bullet itself. 


The photographs exhibit air waves in 


advance of the bullets, even when the 
latter are moving faster than the veloc- 
ity of sound. 


In one case where the bullet was mov- 


ing considerably faster than sound trav- 
els in the air it was preceded by an at- 
mospheric disturbance which, at the 
moment the photograph was taken, waa 
half an inch in advance of the point of 
tho bullet. Even when the bullets were 
traveling four times as fast as sound the 
atmospheric disturbance kept ahead of 
them.—Youth's Companion. 


A New Telephone. 


Interesting experiments were made 


last week with a new telephone over 40 
miles of ordinary telegraph wire be- 
tween Saratoga and Albany. The new 
telephone is the invention of William 
Marshall of New York and is entirely 
novel in construction and principle. No 
magnet coil or diaphragm is used, the 
telephone being dependent for its work- 
ing upon the acoustic interpretation of 
electric pulsations of sheets of ordinary 
tin foil and paper arranged as a con- 
denser. By means of the system con- 
versation can be carried on at a distance 
of 500 miles, over a telegraph wire on 
which a telegraphic message is being 
sent at the same time.—Boston Tran- 
script. 


An Ascending Meteor. 


Professor von Nissl has been investi- 


gating tho path of the meteor that ap- 
peared July 7, 1892, and was seen both 
in Austria and Italy. The result of this 
computation has shown that undonbt- 
rdly the path of the meteor at the latter 
end of its course was directed upward. 
The length of its path measured 1,110 
kilometers from its nearest approach to 
the earth surface (68 kilometers above 
the surface) to the point where it disap- 
peared, which was at a height of 158 
kilometers. This is about the first time 
that the path of a rising meteor has been 
eo accurately investigated.—Nature. 


A Slick Samaritan. 


A landlord in Orchard street was eject- 


tag a female tenant for nonpayment of 
rent when a passerby inquired the cause 
of the trouble, and being told said that 
he would not see a woman turned out of 
her home and that he would pay the 
rent. He handed $100 to the landlord, 
who took four months' rent out of it and 
gave the balance ($52) back to the good 
Samaritan and a receipt to the woman. 
The man then went away, and the land- 
lord a few minutes later discovered that 
he had been swindled, as the $100 bill 
was a counterfeit.—New York Letter. 


Fl-naooe, Fee-nance and Fin-ance. 


How ought it to be pronounced? All 


the experts on the subject, like Voor- 
hees, Allison, Sherman and Bland, call it 
"fi-nance," with the accent on the first 
syllable. Most of the southerners make 
it "fee-nance," with a lingering1 drawl. 
Nobody yet has caught the classical 
touch, "fin-ance," except Pasco and Pef- 
fer.
